The Origin of Trusts. 


According to tho report of a recent 


interview in a Hew York paper, John 
Sherman has announced that he is op- 
posed to trusts and other combinations 
in restraint of trade. Such an announce- 
ment, coming from John Sherman, may 
menu lhat he is in favor of them. Those 
who aro familiar with his public career 
know that no confidence can be placed 
in nuy statement he may make. This, 
which was true of him in his prime, is 
doubly true now that the shadows of 
old age and oblivion aro gathering over 
his mind and memory. 


Mr. Sherman is tho author of tho 


secret legislation which 
demonetized 


silver and which has made trusts in 
this country possible. Ho now says that 
the antitrust law can be so amended as 
to destroy the trusts, bnt this is a state- 
ment that means nothing. Trusts are 
the natural outcome of the contraction 
of business, trado and profits due to the 
contraction of currency. The theory that 
a prohibitive law can be made effective 
IB a fallacy on the face of it, for cur- 
rency contraction drives nil business 
and all capital into concentrated chan- 
nels, and this movement is in the na- 
tnre of things irresistible. 


A partial remedy for trusts of a semi- 


public character is to bo found, as the 
supreme court intimated, iu a species of 
federal, state and municipal paternal- 
ism, bnt the real nud only true remedy 
is to be found iu tho restoration of bi- 
metallism, which would result in a 
gradual and healthy expansion in the 
volume of our money, in the gradual 
rise of prices, the increase of business 
and trade and the renewal of industrial 
activity in all parts of the republic. 


An editorial article, in which The 


Constitution recently discussed tho na- 
ture of trusts and the remedy for them, 
has gone the rounds of tho press with 
such singular marks of approval that 
wo are justified in saying that ifc struck 
f!)1 keynote of tho situation. In that ar- 
ticle wo showed that the trust evil is 
not only 
of 
comparatively 
recent 


growth, but that its origin and develop- 
ment aro coincident with tho success of 
the secret, movement to demonetize sil- 
ver and contract the currency. 


What trust or combination of capital 


strong enough to strangle competition 
was to bo found in tho country 25 years 
ago? What syndicate of bankers was 
powerful enough to interfere with the 
natural laws of trado, and artificially 
increase the rates of sterling exchange 
eo as to cause tho export of gold in tho 
face of a large balance of trade in favor 
of this country? There was riot a trust 
in existence iu this country, as trusts 
nro now known, and there was 110 bank- 
ing syndicate powerful enough to dis- 
turb our currency system. 


Why? Because there was plenty of 


money iu circulation, and tho supply oi 
available capital was ample to meet all 
the demands made upon it. A man 
with n small business could pet as much 
money proportionately as a firm with a 
large business. Prices were at a profit- 
able level for all producers, and profits 
iu trade and business were large iu pro- 
portion. 


According to the: present arguments 


of the gold men, every thing should have 
beeu topsy-turvy in business and trado 
2o years ago. Why? Simply because wo 
hud that hideous nightmare of the gold- 
ices, an "unsound" currency. 
We had 


—horror of horrors!—"dishonest" and 
"depreciated" money. Gold, though a 
dollar of that metal would buy no more 
than 48 cents' worth of bullion silver 
will buy today, was at a premium. The 
greenbacks were "depreciated," our 
whole currency system was precisely iu 
the ns that the gold men sny it would 
be if we were now to open the mints to 
the free coinage of silver. According to 
tho arguments and assumptions of the 
gold men, tho people of the country 
should have been iu a most deplorable 
condition. 


But they woro not. They were highly 


prosperous, and the prosperity was gen- 
eral. It was not confined to a few cap- 
italists at the money centers, but per- 
meated all linos of business and all 
channels of trade, and tho euterpriso 
and energy of individuals had tho 
widest possible field, of which they 
were not slow to take advantage. And 
there were no trust?. The supply of 
available capital was so ample that 
bnsint'sij men were able to secure all 
that their resources and prospects justi- 
fied. 


There was no room for trusts. During 


the ten years preceding 1S72 the cur- 
rency of the country had been greatly 
expander! by the war nec<-.-sitics of the 
government. 
What the money lending 


cluss regarded a? a mil-fortune was in 
reality a blessing for the north. Gold 
had gone, into Inning at the first smell 
of gunpowder, as it always dues, nud 
the war as well as all business %vns car- 
ried on by moans of a "depreciated," an 
"nnsonnd" and a ''dishonest" dollar, 
the greenback. At the north business 
am! enterprise expanded with the ex- 
panding currency, and it was not- until 
silver was demonetized that paralysis 
full en trade and business. 


Then began the era of trustF and com- 


binations to .strangle competition. These

these business men iiud firms have beeu 
driven iuto "pooling their issues" with 
other firms aticl individuals, and oat of 
this inevitable tendency has sprang the 
trusts ami capitalistic combinations that 
exist today. 


It is as idle to abuse them as it is to 


propose futile remedies. There is bnfc 
one, remedy that will go to the root of 
the matter and that is nil entire change 
in our currency system. 
Whenever this 


conutry has an elastic currency based 
on a system which will not permit a 
few naeu to control and congest the 
^uoney of the conutry subject to their 
will, we will hear less about trusts thau 
we do now. Trusts have their develop- 
ment in hard times, aiul they flourish 
in periods of business depression. That 
is why they have bloomed like green 
bays during the past few years, and 
why the attention of the public has been 
directed to them more than ever before. 
Return to the conditions existing prior 
to 1873, when the mints were open to 
tho free coinage of both gold and silver, 
and the trust evil will disappear like 
mist before tho sun. As it is now, com- 
bined capital can take care of itself, but 
it is the struggling industries whicli 
cannot withstand tho pressure to which 
they are subjected by the combinations 
which nro formed against them. Enable 
the people to secure employment nt re- 
munerative rates and start the wheels 
of industry and commerce in motion 
agniu by a change in currency condi- 
tions, and the small and struggling en- 
terprises will bo enabled to take care of 
themselves ngniust their most potent 
competitors.—Atlanta Constitution.

isocrmue of Over 4OO In The Clty-The

1OO and the Sixth Nearly 200 


Less Than Last Year—A Mis- 


take Somewhere. 


The various gentlemen who were ap- 


pointed a short time ago by Clerk 
Beatty, of the board of education, to 
take the enumeration of children of a 
school age in the city have nearly all 
reported. 


Their reports, as sent in, indicate 


that there is a big falling off in the 
number of school children in the city, 
aa compared with last year. 
The First 


ward enumeration shows a falling oflt 
of 30. The Second ward man is nearly 
140 short; the fourth ward about 100; 
the Sixth ward about 200 and the Fifth 
ward 14. Ths third and seventh wards 
had not reported up to noon. 
This 


would go to show that there ate over 
-100 leas children of school ago in the 
oity than there were last year. If thia 
enumeration is correct, it means a de- 
cided decrease in the appropriation that 
will be received from the state. The 
city is allowed §1.50 for each one of 
sohool age, and the total reduction is 
over $600. 


It is probable, however, that the 


enumeration is incomplete and the 
enumerators have overlooked numerous 
families in their wards. 
Take for in- 


stance the Second ward. It shows a 
falling oft 
of over 
JOO. 
The Seoond 


ward is the steadiest ward in the city, 
as regards population, and there are 
fewer changes 
in 
population 
here. 


There surely could not be a difference 
o£ over one hundred iu this ward in a 
year, and Mr. Otilhouu must have been 
careless and negligent, or else he over- 
looked 
a good many families. 
The 


Sixth ward, too, shows a fulling off in 
the neighborhood of 200. 
There is cer- 


tainly a mistake here, and the same is 
true of the Fourth ward, which is re- 
ported to be 100 or more short. 
Either 


the report wai padded last year or the 
enumerators this year missed a good 
many families. 


The report will likely be made to the 


school board tonight uncl will probably 
be refeired to a commiitBe for exami- 
nation and investigation. 
They will 


compare the reports of last year with 
this year sud determine which is cor- 
reot.

President Hunt cnmo to Portsmouth 
mid informed Shaw that he had do- 
ciecl to build the depot and authorized 
him to have plans prepared. 


The now structure will cost in the 


neighborhood of .$4,000 cr $5,000.

will be of stone and pressed brick com- 
bination, with enameled trimmings 
inside.

tion to secure stone and brick very 
cheap, and a 5-1,000 building with 
them means an £>>,000 building with 
a private corporation.

Oharlea Wertz died this afternoon at 


2:30 o'olook. 
He had been sick for 


several months with a complication of 
diseases. The deceased was born in 


J Moeraheim, 
near 
Laiidaw 
Khein- 


phaltz, Bavaria, in the year 1847. He 
oame with his mother to this country 
in 1860, his father having died in the 
old country. 
Arriving here at the age 


of thirteen, an ambitions, wide-awake 
German lad, he was soon on the streets 
as a newsboy. Later he went as cabin 
boy on some of the steamers plying be- 
tween Cincinnati and Pittsburg. Then, 
as a young man, he was bar-keeper on 
the old Telegraph for two or three 
years. 
In 1S6S he formed a partner- 


ship with Ernest Herman and engaged 
in the saloon business. 
A few years 


later this partnership was dissloved, 
Mr. Wertz continuing the busiuness at 
thejsame place until his death. 
He 


has been one of the most 
successful 


business men of the city and one of the 
most liberal and charitable. He was 
always ready to assist in any enterprise 
that was for the interest of the city, 
and appeals to him for charity were 
never refused. He was one of the few 
who could be successful under tho 
circumstance in which he was placed, 
having to fight his own battles from 
childhood up. 
Shortly after coming 


to this country his mother married 
John Kountzman, ofJBeavertown, leav- 
ing the boy then on the streets as a 
newsboy to look after himself. 
He 


kept to the front at all times, and his 
earnings souu began to accumulate, 
and in a few short years he was rooog- 
uizeed as one of the wealthy men of 
tha city. His investments were exhibi- 
tions of good judgment, frequently 
selecting some corner that business men 
of much wider experience would have 
judged as unfit for business properties. 
The old buildings on the oorner of 
Third and Chillicothe streets were 
made to stand aside for 'the mammoth 
business block now occupied by San- 
foid, Varner & Oo., and is now one of 
the best business properties in the city. 
The corner of Fourth and Ohillioothe 
had been occupied for years with a lot 
of old sheds. 
As Ohas. Wertz accum- 


ulated the money to handle, he did HO, 
and a fine business house was soon 
erected, and this is also one of the best 
business corners in the city, and is oc- 
cupied by Win Nye, the druggist. 
Many other investments throughout the 
city have proven the good business 
judgment of tho deceased. 


Mr. Wertz has no near relatives in 


this country outside of his own family. 
His wife, a son and daughter survive 
him. 
As we go to press, no arrange- 


ments have been made for the funeral 
services, but they will probably tako 
place Sunday afternoon, at the Ger- 
mans Evangelical church.

city, who is now. in Alaska. 
Mr. See- 


bohm is a brother of Druggist C. 0. 
Seebohm, of this city. The letter fol- 
lows: 


Dawsdn City, Alaska, June 12, 1897. 
Dear Father—Well, here I am in the 


Country of the Midnight Sun, safe, 
sound, feeling fine, and just in time to 
get in to find that this is the richest 
gold camp in the world. 
In fact the 


ontside world will never know how 
rioh this camp is. I saw one man go 
out of here yesterday with all the gold 
dust three men could pack, the work of 
a winter. 
There are thirty claims on 


Eldorado Guloh they say will pay a 
million dollars apiece. 
You oan't buy 


a claim for any money. 
Not one has 


it, but they all have good claims. 
I 


only wish I had come a year sooner, or 
in time to locate on one of these rich 
claims. I still think there is plenty[of 
it. All it requires to find it is work. 


The wages are fifteen dollars a day 


and things noi very high.' Sugar is 
twenty-five cents a pound; bacon, not 
very good, fifty cents a pound; dried 
fruit, forty cents a pound; flour, twelve 
dollars a hundred; fifty cents for a 
drink; and, say I they have a harvest. 
One place is, on an average, taking in 
three thousand dollars every twenty- 
four hours. Most everybody has a buck- 
skin sack full of gold dust. 
When you 


buy anything you throw down your 
sack and the man weighs out his 
money. 
Coin is scarce. The gamblers 


are having a big time. As the lucky 
ones are having a big time it makes a 
poor man wish for the stuff they are 
spending so foolishly. 
Still, that is 


what makes a oamp. 


Dawson city is going to be a good 


town. 
I only wish I had money to in- 


vest. I think I could make a stake in 
short order, but I shall have patience 
and hope in time to come out all O. K. 


We had a fine trip coming down the 


lakes and river, and my experience of 
the river oaine in very handy, as it is 
six hundred miles from the head of the 
lakes to Dawsou City, with some very 
bad water to travel, and many a man 
lost everything he had by running on a 
rock or getting swampod, and a man 
has no business coming on the trip un- 
less he knows something about hand- 
ling a boat and oan stand hard knocks. 
Still I enjoyed fie trip. 


I added another bear to my killing 


list, as I killad a fine black boar on 
Lake Le Barge. 
We saw him on the 


shore, 
landed the boat, and I took 


after him. 
There were four of thorn, 


but I only killed one and wounded two 
more. 
We enjoyed the 
meat 
very 


mnoh, not that it vvus very good, but 
we had had no fresh moat since we loft 
the coast, and it; was pretty good. Wo 
also saw a moose, but we could not 
handle our boat quick enough in the 
swift water to get a shot at him. 


As I spoke of the boat, will toll what 


kind of a boat we had. 
It was built 


like a johnboat, twenty-four feet long, 
five feet and a half wide. 
Yon will 


wonder whore we got the lumber to 
build it. 
Well everybody has to be his 


own saw-mill, or, in other words, 
build a saw-pit and whip-saw his own 
.lumber. It was my first experience, 
but I think it is not veiy hard work. 
I can make fifteen to twenty dollars a 
day sawing, as they are paying twenty- 
five oents a running foot foi lumber at 
the mines. 
At the mill at Dawson, 


which is not one-twentieth part large 
enough, they are selling it for one hun- 
dred and thirty dollars a thousand, 
running night and day and can't come 
anywhere near supplying the demand, 
so a man can come into this oamp and 
work for wages and make a small stake 
in a few years, if ho don't have Inck 
enough ta strike a rich claim. 
I shall 


try my luck at prospecting for 
n. timo 


and tako chaiieos on Sliding something, 
and if, later on, I think I aui out of 
luck, shall try something else. 


We have plenty of grnb nnd money 


to buy moro with \vhon it is nil gone, 
and wo have decided to prospect, and I 
hope a year from this time I can write 
you a letter saying I have struck it; 
and if work will find it, look for the 
news. 
My health so far is fine, and if 


that holds out I nsk for nothing more. 


Wo are getting ready to start out to- 


night. 
Think of putting sovcnty-fivo 


or a hundred pounds on your back, 
starting out in the mountains to be 
gone » week or two, wading in marshes 
up to your knees, or wading in mud 
the same. 
Well, that 
is 
what 
a 


prospector ctm expect in Alaska. 
It is 


a hard country. 
The moss is a foot 


deep everyplace, wet nnd say! tun 
moaquitooa arc just awful. 
What few 


horses there are hero are faring hard, 
as feed is scarce, bat they charge a dol- 
lar a pound for packing stuff 
to the 


mmes,|which are, one six and the other 
twelve miles from Dawson, so a man 
with a few horses can make all the 
money he wants. 


Yon will be surprised to have mo say 


that a good dog is worth two hundred 
and fifty dollars. 
Thoy am *;!00 in 


winter. 
Well, the boys are wafting for 


me, so I shall cut this short. 
I con Id 


write all week and never tell half what 
I could. 
WILL SEEBOHM. 


The other letter is of a private na- 


ture, but he quotes prices on a few 
staples. 
Ho says a small loaf of bread 


sells for 50 cents; a small pie, |1; a 
meal consisting of bacon, beans anc 
moose meat, $1.50, with other things 
in proportion.

Tidal Waves. 


Thongh tho greatest and most re- 


markable phenomenon pertaining to tho 
Etirfaco of the sea is tho tidal wave, sci- 
entific authorities acknowledge that it 
still presents some uucxplaiiiablo anom- 
alies. It is demonstrated, however, that 
tho movement is niado up of many 
waves dependent upon different func- 
tions of the moon and snu, some being 
semiditiruol, some dinrual. The time of 
transit over tho meridian and tho decli- 
nation of both bodies create great vari- 
ations. Tho changing distance, and posi- 
tion of the moon and the position of 
her node also have immense effect, 
while tho ever Tars'ing direction nnd 
force of the winds and tho different 
pressure of tho atmosphere play their 
part. An interesting fact in this rela- 
tion is that observations all over tho 
world show no place where tho tidal 
movement is so regular and simple as 
nronud the British islands—a fact more 
remarkable when it is known that tho 
tides on tho other sido of the Atlantic, 
as, for instance, at Nova Scotia, are 
very complicated, the uiioxplaiuable 
case hero being that tho minor tides, 
which in most parts of the wofid, when 
combined in one direction, amount to a 
very considerable fraction of tho prin- 
cipal lunar and solar tides, and conse- 
quently greatly increase or diminish 
their effects, aro in Great Britain so in- 
significant that their influence is tri- 
fling.—New York Stm.
